Facts about the origin and importance of 
oceans, about waves, tides, the mountains and 
rivers under the sea, and plant and animal 
life in the sea are briefly and attractively pre- 
sented in an introduction to oceanography. 
Although the material is rather haphazardly 
arranged and the format seems at variance 
with the reading level of the text, libraries 
that find the author’s other picture-science 
books particularly useful will want this latest 
title. Grades 4-7.
